Among  the  improvements  made 
on  Wartburg  campus  during  the 
summer  is  the  remodeling  of  the 
dining  commons  in  North  Hall.

Aardal  writes  from  Berlin 
where  she  is  stationed  with  the 
United  States  group  of  Civil  gov¬ 
ernment  in  Germany.  She  is  one 
member  of  this  nine-person  office. 

She  hasn't  received  any  mail  as 
yet  and  would  appreciate  anyone 
writing  to  her. 

She  writes  that  almost  every 
house  in  Berlin  has  been  hit  with 
bombs  in  one  way  or  another — 
windows  are  mostly  out;  M. 
are  watching  her  and  the  nine  in 
her  group,  constantly. 

Russians  have  taken  every  bii 
of  furniture  out  of  all  the  houses. 
She  says  they  really  love  Mickey 
Mouse  wrist  watches.  They  will 
pay  $800-5900  for  them;  if  they 
have  a  second  hand,  they  are 
priceless.  Every  Russian  soldier 
carries  a  suitcase  for  his  money, 
but  it  is  impossible  to  spend  any 
money  in  Berlin.  The  medium  of 
exchange  is  cigarettes— they  sell 
for  50c  apiece. 

The  shortage  of  office  help  mak¬ 
es  secretarial  work  difficult.  She 
works  in  the  Luftwaffe  Building. 
Here  also  is  Gen.  Elsenhower’s 
office,  where  all  furniture  has  also 
been  taken  by  the  Russians. 

They  are  hoping  to  secure  some 
heat  for  this  winter,  but  it  doesn't 
look  too  promising. 

German  people  are  hungry  al¬ 
ready — especially  the  children.  It 
is  pitiful  how  they  try  so  hard  to 
buy  or  exchange  something  for 
food. 

Gas  has  to  be  turned  off  again 
because  too  many  people  were 
committing  suicide. 

She  likes  her  assignment  and 
lives  in  the  wealthiest  section  of 
Berlin  where  the  least  damage  has 
been  done.
